Negroes are not to he seen In the 
central part of the city, except w'hen 
they are taken there In patrol wagons, 
T he pollre station at times Is surround 
ed by mobs, and police have trouble 
m aking room for patrol wagons. When 
they ap p e ar the crowd d o s e s in on 
them, and if the prisoners happen tc 
he negroes, they are severely beaten 
despite the efforts of the police he 
fore they can he gotten Into th e shot 
te r of the station. 
T h e re Is a fear that the station 
Itself will he mobbed and so an ex 
tra guard of state constabulary, local 
police and militia has been thrown 
around It. 
The riots are not centralized, In fact 
they are scattered all over the city, 
and It will he some time before the 
extent of dam age will he known.

ROM the nurseryman or fmm the 
bunk of a roadside stream you 
(’an get a few plants, and these 
will thrive na well In your yard or 
window box aa anywhere else. 
Mint Sweets. Here la a delicious 
confection light and dainty enough for 
the most fastidious and much more 
appropriate for a summer'* day than 
heavy chocolate*. Select only the most 
attractive mid most perfect lea vee, nei­ 
ther too old nor too small. 
Wash them 
carefully and let them dry by spread 
big them out on a fresh piece of old 
damask. Then In a scrupulously clean 
stewpan make ready a simp. using a 
cup of water to a cup of granulated 
sugar. 
Cook until It strings or forma 
a flue thread. Remove the sugar from 
the tire mid. taking each mint stalk. 
one at a time, by the stem, dip it Into 
the sugar sirup. 
Place them on a pie- e 
of oil paper on a platter, and when 
they have become slightly hardened 
dust them Ubrully with granulated 
anga r. 
Mint Jelly. Many person* make mint 
Jelly by means of gelatin, but if yet 
wish a Jelly that will keep well it is 
latter to use an apple or crabapple 
foundation. 
You may use either frosh 
apples and make tin* Jelly for the oc­ 
casion or m e apple Jelly that you have 
on hand.

Allow this to troll 
to a thick sirup. 
When slightly cooled 
add the apple Jelly, heat till It has be 
come fu**!ted and put up as usual in 
Jelly Jars. 
Mint Saner. The !*est mint sauce la 
made Just from the leaves and only the 
tender part o f the stalk. 
Strip n dozen 
stalks In this way and cut up with a 
sharp knife on a chum white Im*rd. 
Put In an earthen pitcher and add a 
heaping tablespoonful of sugar, pre!- 
erably brown. 
Place a cupful of wa­ 
ter and a cup of vinegar In a saucepan 
and bring to a l***il. 
Pour this on the 
mint leaves. Allow lf to stand for sev­ 
eral hours and stir carefully Just be­ 
fore serving 
If poured Into a bottle 
and kept corked this mint sauce will 
'ast an Indefinite period, although the 
Infusion freihlr made has a flesher 
and l*etter flavor.
